Bzura river, destroying the bridges 
behind them , and two G erm an detac h ­ 
m ents, which followed over a partly 
burned bridge, were attack ed and are 
said to have been annihilated, fifty 
survivors being taken prisoners. 
This is only tile beginning of the 
g reat battle for Warsaw', from which 
th e G erm ans now are only th irty miles 
o r less. 
Field M arshal von Hindon- 
burg, however, expects stern re sist­ 
ance. which the strongly reinforced 
R ussian arm y is certain to offer to 
his fu rth e r advance, protected as it is 
by the V istula river, which the G er­ 
m ans have been unable to e ro sx 
The Russian* are continuing their 
operations against E ast 
Prussia, as 
though th e capita] of Poland w ere not 
threatened, and by co un ter a ttack s are 
attem p tin g to throw off the Austro- 
Gcrm an attack s in Galicia. An Aus­ 
trian sortie in force from Przem ysl, 
according to the R ussian official s ta te ­ 
m ent, has failed entirely and there, 
as wail as a t oth er points, prisoners 
and guns w ere taken.

N othing proves 
m ore plainly the effectiveness of the 
B ritish naval p ressu re th an the frenzy 
of hatred aroused ag ainst us in th e 
b reasts of the enemy. 
‘'P ractically the whole of th e fast 
cruiser force of th e G erm an navy, in­

CONTEST EVERY FOOT 


German Armies Are Offering Stub­ 


born Resistance. 


London, Dec. 21.— The offensive op­ 
erations of th e allies in the west are 
being carried out under conditions of 
siege w arfare and are being stubborn­ 
ly opposed by the G erm ans, who, in 
their encroachm ents 
and surrounded 
by wire entang lem ents, m ake an ad­ 
vance of even a few y ard s a costly 
matter for th e attack in g forces. 
In Flanders a little ground has been 
gained at considerable cost, despite 
the fact th a t along the coast th e al­ 
lies have th e assistance of w arships 
which continually bom bard the Ger­ 
man positions. 
T he advance has been 
more m arked from the Belgian border 
south to the River Oise, w here the 
ground is not as wet as in the flood­ 
ed regions of Flanders. 
Along the Alane and in the Cham ­ 
pagne 
district the 
F ren ch artillery, 
which now probably is stro n g er than 
the G erm an, has been busy keeping 
the G erm ans on the move. but in the 
Argonne region it is the G erm ans who 
are on the offensive and they claim to 
diave made a slight advance. 
The general opinion of m ilitary men 
here is that some time m ust elapse 
before the allies can expect to make 
any m arked progress. 
Besides being 
in fortified positions, which could only 
be taken a lte r having been thorough­ 
ly searched o ut by the artillery, th** % 
G erm ans still 
have

and. as has been 
proved in previous battles, these, so 
long as they they can be successfully 
operated, m ake infantry a ttack s too 
costly to be attem pted.

At the present time the Walker 
sanatorium has a population of 1 3 8 . 
The normal capacity of the in stitu ­ 
tion is 108 and tile excess which the 
first figures show has only been cared 
for by th e 
over-crowding 
.wards, 
porches and cottages. 
At the begin­ 
ning of the biennial period, August 
1st, 1912, the sanatorium had 89 pa­ 
tients under treatm en t. 
The total 
admissions for tile year were 579, 
m aking 368 persons who were given 
treatm ent. 
Of this num ber 261 were 
discharged, 
C u rin g 19iT3 patients to 
the number of 4'20 were treated and 
282 discharged. 
, 
The averager daily population in 
1912-1913 was 95,, and in 101 P.-.1914, 
117. 
Not all of the discharged, rep­ 
resented cures, but there was an im­ 
provement in practically all of the 
cases. 
-While overcrowding is one of 
the principal discomforts at the pres­ 
ent time, this will he relieved with 
the completion of buildings now in 
course of construction. 
These con­ 
sist of an additional wing 
to 
the 
main building, adequate bathing fa­ 
cilities, a service building, an assem­ 
bly hall and a children's pavilion. At 
the present time nine children are u n ­ 
der treatm ent a n d most of these a t­ 
tend school an h o u r or two daily. 
While nearly 1*500 p atien ts’ have 
been registered since the institution 
opened not all of them were tubercu­ 
losis. 
W here exam inations disclosed 
no disease, these cases were im m ed­ 
iately discharged. 
A few remained 
less than one m onth. Of 693 patients 
discharged from th e institution the 
records show that 253 are alive and 
working. 
I 15 are still alive but u n ­ 
able to work, and 269 are dead. -Near­ 
ly all the deaths were due to pulmo­ 
nary tuberculosis, which is the most 
dreaded form of disease. 
T h at bet­ 
ter than 35 per cent of those dis­ 
charged from the institution since it 
was opened are alive and working is 
indicative that the sanatorium tre a t­ 
m ent .is hignly effective. 
In the case of the discharged pa­ 
tients 201 of them were treated with 
auto-inoculation through 
graduated 
exercise. 
At the time of their dis­ 
charge over one-third of the number 
given were taking from four to sev­ 
en hours exercise daily, 
in 63 per 
cent of the discharged 
cases 
this 
form of treatm ent was not indicated. 
Their condition was more serious and 
for them a complete rest was arc- 
scribed,, com'bined with such hygenic 
m easures as were necessary. 
(During the biennial period ending 
July 3 1, 19 14, 553 affected patients 
were discharged. 
In th e case of pa 
tients listed as incipient in 1913, 52 
per cent showed the disease apparent­ 
ly arrested, 23.59 improved' and only 
11.76 per cent unim proved. 
Of 103 
patients admitted as moderately ad­ 
vanced, 19.52 per cent were listed 
as apparently arrested, 2i2.33 per cent 
quiescent, 45.63 per cent improved, 
and only 12.62 per cent were unim ­ 
proved. 
In 1914 the improvement of 
those registered as incipient was 37.5 
per -cent and of those moderately ad­ 
vanced! 35.65 per cent. 
In the case 
of the far advanced improvement was 
shown to the extent of 45 per cent in 
1913* and 30.43 in 1914. 
The 
far 
advanced cases totaled; about 175. 
D uring the Bust biennial period 
nearly 20 acres of land have boon 
cleared, and it is hoped to double this 
m ount during the next two years. 
This cleared land has done much to 
w ard augm enting the food supplies 
of the institution. 
The dairy herd is 
one of the best in the sta te and its 
milk producing record has placed it 
second- in the list of state institutions. 
While the impaired* health of most 
of the patients will not permit a hard 
labor yet many prefer to be employed 
and as a result th e institution has 
profited. 
They have constructed a 
num ber of small buildings and aided 
m aterially in the improvement of the 
grounds. 
'A landscape survey of the 
grounds is now being made and- it is 
expected th a t the patients will aid in 
carrying out the plans* 
When 
the legislature authorized 
the W alker sanatorium it was with 
the idea th a t the institution would 
care for incipient cases alone, but 
only a small fraction of th e patients 
received are in the incipient stage. 
The majority of them are moderately 
advanced, and are received- because 


there is no other place 
for 
them. 
• his state of affairs will he m aterial­ 
ly improved- as the county san itoria, 
nearly a score in number, now u n ­ 
der construction, are completed; as 
they are intended to provide for the 
more advanced cases in their respec­ 
tive, localities. 


ADJUSTS STATE AID 


To Common Schools in Proportion to 
Burden of Local Taxes, Says 
Education Committee 


'Distributing the income 
of 
the 
tru st fund among the school districts 
on a per capita basis, and offering the 
state school tax as a luslp to. poor dis 
tricts and 
a 
premium 
for 
good 
schools,, the state goes still further in 
helping out schools that do more than 
their stint. 
There is state aid paid' from the 
general fund, for, ru ral schools, for 
graded and- semi-graded schools, for 
high schools, for consolidated schools, 
for schools that offer teaching and do­ 
mestic science, and for schools, that 
train teachers. 
The education commission believes 
that aid should he given as now but 
som ew hat differently adjusted. The 
am ounts given each 
district 
have 
been fixed largely by guesswork*. The 
education commission 
b eliev es they 
should correspond to the effort of the 
district, or its expenditure for sp ec­ 
ial purposes, or to the results accom­ 
plished. 


The education commission would 
have the state say to the districts 
th at they have one room schools— and 
in th e common school districts there 
m ay be these local schools for the 
sm aller children— if you will keep 
open seven or. eight months instead 
of five and put in a teacher with a 
first or second grade certificate and 
provide certain other 
things,, 
like 
maps and fresh air, the state wfil 
contribute IOO or $150 toward the 
ex tra expense. 
T hat is about the 
same as now. 


T h e sta te would also say, this aid 
is given to equalize the burden of 
good schools. 
If the burden on your 
district is less than the average school 
tax over the state, you don’t need any 
help. 


The average school tax over the 
state in the rural districts happens- to 
be 5 mills. 
So that condition would 
be added, 
lf the local levy is five 
mills, the state will give special aid 
! for m aintaining a first class one room 
school. 
If the district Is rich enough 
to keep up th at sort of a school w ith­ 
out its costing more than five mills, 
the help is not needed. 
There is no 
sense in collecting money from a dis­ 
trict that may be pitying fifteen or 
tw enty mills for its school tax to help 
out a disrict that is so tu rb in a te that 
It doesn’t have to levy five mills. 
Btate school aid should be given to 
equalize the burden of furnishing a 
good- common dohool education 
to 
every child. 
As for semi-gqadcd schools, where 
there is a two-room school, give twice 
as much; where there is a three room 
school, give three times as much. 
lf 
there are four rooms or more, it is 
called a graded school.

Overflow Cared For 


The state board r f control in its 
last bulletin says that the* people of 
the state, both physicians and lay­ 
men, are awakenin g to the necessity 
of early recognition of tuberculosis, 
and of institutional treatment of the 
same., is evidenced by the increased 
population of th e Minnesota State 
S anatorium ' for ■Consumptive locat­ 
ed at Walker. 
Since 1908 this in­ 
stitution, which is under the state 
board of control, has given treatment 
to nearly 1,500 tuberculosis persons, 
and the applications 
for 
admission 
continue in increasing numbers. 
At the present time the Walker 
sanatorium has a population of 138. 
The normal rapacity of the in stitu­ 
tion is 108 and the excess which the 
first figures show has only been cared 
for by the 
over-crowding 
.wards, 
porches and cottages. 
At tile begin 
Fling of tile biennial period. August 
1st, 1912, the sanatorium had 89 pa­ 
tients under treatment. 
The total 
admissions for tile year were !J79, 
making 368 persons who were given 
treatment. 
Of this number 261 were 
discharged. 
During 1913 patients to 
the number of 420 were treated and 
282 discharged. 
, 
The average daily population in 
1913-1913 was 95„ and in 1913^1914, 
117. 
Not ail of the discharged rep­ 
resented cures, but there was ah Im­ 
provement in practically all of the 
(ases. 
(While overcrowding is one of 
the principal discomforts at the pres­ 
ent time, this will be relieved with 
the completion of buildings now in 
course of construction. 
These con­ 
sist of an additional wing 
to 
the 
main building, adequate bathing fa­ 
cilities, a service building, an assem­ 
bly hall and a children's pavilion. At 
the present time nine children are u n ­ 
der treatment and' most of these a t ­ 
tend school an hour or two daily. 
‘While nearly I,,500 patients* have 
be*m registered since the institution 
opened not all of them were tubercu­ 
losis. 
'Where examinations disclosed 
no disease, these cases were immed­ 
iately discharged. 
A few remained 
less than one month. Of 693 patients 
discharged from th e institution the 
records show that 253 are alive and 
working. 
115 are still alive but u n ­ 
able to work, and 269 are dead. 'Near­ 
ly all the deaths were due to pulmo­ 
nary tuberculosis, which is the most 
dreaded form of disease. 
That bet­ 
ter than 35 per cent of those dis­ 
charged from the institution since it 
was opened are alive and working is 
indicative that the sanatorium treat­ 
m e n t,is hignly effective. 
In the case of the discharged pa­ 
tients 201 of them were treated with 
auto-inoculation through 
graduated 
exercise. 
At the time of their dis­ 
charge m e r one-third' of the number 
given were taking from four to sev­ 
en hours exercise daily. 
In 63 per 
cent of the discharged 
cases 
this 
form of treatment was not indicated. 
Their condition was more serious and 
for them a complete rest was pre­ 
scribed,, combined witli such hygenic 
measures as were necessary. 
Huring the biennial period ending 
July 31, 19 14, 553 affected patients 
were discharged. 
In the case of pa 
Hents listed as incipient in 1913, 52 
per cent showed the disease apparent­ 
ly arrested, 23.59 improved"; and only 
11.76 per cent unimproved. 
Of 103 
patients admitted as moderately ad­ 
vanced, 19.52 per cent were listed 
as apparently arrested. 2>2.33 per cent 
quiescent, 4 5.63 per cent improved, 
aud only 12.62 per cent were unim ­ 
proved. 
in 1914 the Improvement of 
those registered as incipient was 37.5 
per cent and of those moderately ad­ 
vanced 35.65 per cent. 
In the case 
of the far advanced improvement was 
shown, to the extent of 45 per cent in 
1913* and 30.43 in 1914. 
The 
far 
advanced cases totaled about 175. 
'During the Bast biennial period 
nearly 20 acres of land have boon 
cleared, and it is hoped to double this 
amount during the next two years. 
This cleared Land has done much to- 
v/ard augmenting the food supplies 
of the institution. 
The dairy herd is 
one of the best in the state and its 
milk producing record has placed it 
second in the list of state institutions. 
Wfeil«* Hie impaired health of most 
of the patients will not permit a hard 
labor yet many prefer to be employed 
and as a result the institution has 
prooted. 
They have constructed a 
num ber of small buildings and aided 
materially in the improvement of the 
grounds. 
'A landscape survey of the 
grounds is now being made an d it is 
expected th a t the patients will aid in 
carrying out the plans* 
When 
the legislature authorized 
the Walker sanatorium it was with 
th e idea that the institution would 
care for incipient cases alone, but 
only a small fraction of the patients 
received are in the incipient stage. 
The majority of them are moderately 
advanced, and are received* because 


there is no other place 
for 
them. 
'Ibis state of affairs wili be material­ 
ly improved' as th* county sanatoria, 
nearly a score in number, now u n ­ 
der construction, are completed; as 
they are intended to provide for the 
more advanced cases in their respec­ 
tive, localities. 


ADJUSTS STATE AID 


To Common Schools in Proportion to 
Burden of Local Taxes. Says 
Education Committee 


'Distributing the income 
of 
the 
trust fund among the school districts 
on a per capita basis, and offering the 
state school tax as a h i lp to poor dis­ 
tricts and 
a 
premium 
for 
good 
schools,, tile state goes still further in 
helping out schools that do more than 
their stint. 
There is state aid paid’ from the 
general fund, for rural schools, for 
graded and* semi-graded schools, for 
high schools, for consolidated schools, 
for schools that ofter teaching and do­ 
mestic science, and for schools that 
train teachers. 
The education commission believes 
that aid should lie given as now but 
somewhat differently adjusted. Tile 
amounts given each 
district 
have 
been Axed largely by guesswork". Tile 
education commission believes they 
should correspond to the effort of tile 
district, or its expenditure for spec­ 
ial purposes, or to the results accom­ 
plished. 


The education commission would 
have Hie state say to the districts 
th at they have one room schools— and 
in the common school districts there 
may he these local schools for the 
smaller children 
if you 
will keep 
open seven or, eight months instead 
of five and put in a teacher with a 
first or second grade certificate and 
provide certain other 
things,, 
like 
maps and fresh air, the state will 
contribute IOO or $950 toward the 
extra expense. 
That is about the 
same as now. 


The state would also say, this aid 
is given to equalize Hie burden of 
good schools. 
If the burden on your 
district is less than tile average school 
tax over the state, you don’t need any 
help. 


The average school tax over the 
state in the rural districts happens to 
be 5 mills. 
.So that condition would 
be added, 
lf the local levy is five 
mills, the state will give special aid 
for maintaining a first class one room 
school. 
If the district is rich enough 
to keep up that sort of a school w ith­ 
out its costing more than five mills, 
the help is not ueeded. 
There is no 
sense in collecting money from a dis­ 
trict that may be pitying fifteen or 
twenty mills for its school tax to help 
out a disrtct that is so fortunate that 
it doesn't have to levy five mills. 
State school aid should be given to 
equalize the burden of furnishing a 
good* common riohool education 
to 
every child. 
As for semi-gqaded schools, where 
there is a two-room school, give twice 
as much; where there is a three room 
school, give three times as much. 
lf 
there are four rooms or more, it is 
called a graded school.

Mr. King Explains 
His 
Split-Log 
Drag Method and the Improve­ 
ments Wrought by It 
Two hundred 
farmers 
had 
the 
pleasure of hearing ID. Wnrd King,, 
the Missouri road expert, on Satur­ 
day afternoon at Gardner auditori­ 
um* 
The speaker was introduced by 
C. E. Slanging, secretary of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce. 
Mr. Hanging 
related 
how 
the 
Oh amber of Connm-erce had started a 
good roads campaign with Mr. King 
as the moving spirit and that this 
meeting in Brainerd brought to a 
close the King speeches, but the good 
that had been sown would last for­ 
ever. 
'He told of the preparations 
made 
to receive 
the 
farmers 
in 
Brainerd and the hot lunch to be 
served at the cldse of the meeting. 
Ile introduced Mr. King as the man 
from the “ Show Me” state. 
Mr. King said that he formerly 
lived in Springfield, Ohio, where the 
roads were ga eve I and stone. When 
he moved to Maitland, Missouri, about 
20 years ago, the roads were so bad 
in the spring of the year, for about 
six weeks that they were almost im­ 
passable. 
c day he hitched on to an ole 
pump about 12 feet long,, which had 
fasten rd behind it a small oak post. 
These two timbers were held togeth­ 
er by fence rails spiked to them. He 
drove from his front gate to his 
neighbor’s front gate in the direction 
of town, going up one way and com­ 
ing down the 
other. 
He 
noticed 
that it improved the piece of the road 
but he did not at the 
tim e think 
much of it. 
The next day he tried 
it again, 
in a few weeks’ time he 
found that all the ruts had been 
filled, the surface hardened, and a 
nice crown given to the road. What 
was more it was the only piece of 
good road in the country. 
He used this outfit for nearly two 
years. When it went to pieces, he 
then began experimenting with dif­ 
ferent kind® of combinations in or­ 
der to find the best for the purpose 
of dragging that particular stretch 
of road. 
He at last found that by 
splitting an ordinary log, f latening 
the two pieces together about 30 
inches apa 11, with a light board plat­ 
form on the top, lie had’ the best pos­ 
sible commination. 
‘He found the 
best length to be about 8 feet. 
Or­ 
dinary light cedar, dry elm and dry 
walnut were the best woods; about 
IO inches in diameter was the best. 
After a few years of dragging on 
his particular stretch of road, over 
a half a mile iii length,, the neigh­ 
bors in that section woke up to the 
fact that Mr. King had the best piece 
of road anywhere in that part of 
Missouri. 
It was hard, smooth and 
had a good crows. 
Mr. King said 
that the secret of this was that he 
dragged the road once after every 
rain, that he went up along one rut 


&h 1 came back on the other. 
The whole operation only took a 
-ew minutes of time, after a shower 
of rain, when there was really nctli- 
iug else to be done. 
It was so sim­ 
ile that it was hard to believe, an't 
it took the people of that section of 
the state six to eight years to grasp 
the idea of what Mr. King had really 
accomplished. 
Then the state engi­ 
neer took it up, and asked that Mr. 
Kiug travel over the state of Missouri 
and explain to the farmers in every 
locality how to build 
good 
roads 
without money. 
The state of Mis­ 
souri paid. out $220,000 to drag the 
roads of the, state. 
Iowa has the 
same kind of a law at the present 
time. 
Mr. Kings slogtin is: 
Drag from 
.your own front gate to your neigh­ 
bor’s front gate in the direction of 
town. 
Ho said there were three ob­ 
jects to attain in the making of a 
road. 
The first was smoothness, the 
second baldness and th? next putting 
t crown on the loath 
Smoothing 
with a split log drag would have a 
tendency to distribute the travel ov­ 
er the road by filling the ruts. 
To 
continue Prang this would pack, mak­ 
ing it smooth,, firm and hard1. 
The 
principle of this road is to smooth it 
out. and spread the soft mud and 
make it a waterproof material, that 
would when packed down and dried 
out, shed' tile water of the next rain. 
Mr. King said that bt) per cent of 
the road of the country had water­ 
proof material in them-, and to prove 
these facts, he said a hog wallow 
which had been rooted out and had 
been packed 
and 
smoothed' 
down 
would hold water. 
The same sized 
hole dug a few ft et aw ay, not packed 
or smoothed down would not hold 
v ater at all. 
The ouuue thiug ap­ 


plies to spreading the soft mud on 
the surface of the road after a fresh 
rain. 
The hollow dug out 
by 
the 
hogs, working, packing and. smooth­ 
ing the inside of a wallow made it 
waterproof. 
Mr.King said that the half mile 
section of his roads along his farm 
in Missouri has over 18 inches of 
hard baked surface that would shed 
two weeks of solid: rain and not get 
a mud hole in it, and there was not a 
eent spent on the making or the 
maintaining of that particular half 
mile of road in the last 18 years,, and 
all work was done by the use of the 
split log drag. 
(He said a large num­ 
ber of towns nowadays were offering 
prizes to those who came the farthest 
on certain days dragging with their 
split log drag. 
lf you find) it difficult to drag a road 
[where it is narrow, plow up a furrow 
or two on the side and drag that al­ 
so. 
Then a little later plow another 
furrow’ or two and begin dragging 
that in the center, 
Do not drag it all 
but make it a part of the road. 
'A number of questions were asked 
the speaker during the afternoon. 
One was: How do you treat a sand 
road? 
Mr. King answered the ques­ 
tions by saying: 
Just use a split log 
drag on your road to give it smooth­ 
ness, fillip ruts and put a crown on; 
then take a manure spreader and put 
on an inch or two of clay. 
Then al­ 
low this soil to mix with the sand. 
After a short time put another inch 
or two of clay and allow the clay to 
be mixed thoroughly with the sand, 
again using a split log drag to keep 
the road in shape. 
After some six or eight inches of 
clay have been placed in this way 
>nd allowed to mix with the sand, 
packed and hardened, there would be 
a very fine sand clay road. 
Another question was asked: 
How 
much road, or what distance is the 
best (and 
most satisfactory for a 
single drag to handle 
Mr. 
King 
said, that from one half to one mile 
is enough, 
lf you go beyond that It 
will take so long to go over the road, 
that on the wray back the road is too 
dry to get the best results. Each per­ 
son should drag quickly the ground 
that stands on his own property. An­ 
other question asked' was: 
Should 
there be weight on the drag to lipid it 
down. 
The answer was that no 
weights wert' needed except of the 
driver himself. 
A man could shift 
on the drag very easily and quickly. 
Another question asked was: 
Is 
the split log drag superior to the 
steel drag 
The answer was that 
the split log drag not only does the 
w ork quicker than a steel drag, but is 
lighter and quicker than a steel drag 
itself. 
Another question was: How 
heavy should the drag be? Mr. King 
said that the drag should be light.

pleasure of hearing: D. Wtird King 
the Missouri road expert, on S atur­ 
day afternoon at (Gardner auditori­ 
um, 
The speaker was introduced by 
C. E. (Hanging, secretary of the Cham ­ 
ber of Commerce. 
Mr. Hanging 
related) 
how 
the 
Chamber of Connm-erce had started a 
good roads campaign with Mr. King 
as the moving spirit and th a t this 
meeting in Brainerd brought to a 
d o se the King speeches, but the good 
that had been sown would last for­ 
ever. 
'He told of the preparations 
made 
to receive 
the 
farmers 
in 
Brainerd and the hot lunch to be 
served at the cld»e of the meeting. 
He introduced Mr. King as the man 
from the “ Show Me’’ state. 
Mr. King said that he formerly 
lived in Springfield, Ohio, where the 
roads were garvel and stone. When 
he moved to Maitland, Missouri, about 
20 years ago, th e roads were so bad 
iu the spring of tho year, for about 
six weeks that they were almost im ­ 
passable. 
e day he hitched on to an ole 
pump about 12 feet long,, which had 
fastened behind it a small oak post. 
These two timbers were held togeth­ 
er by feuce rails spiked to them. He 
drove from his front gate to his 
neighbor’s front gate in the direction 
of town, going up one way and com­ 
ing down the 
other. 
Ile 
noticed 
that it improved the piece of the road 
but he did not at the 
tim e think 
much of it. 
The next day he tried 
it again, 
in a few weeks’ time he 
found that all the ruts had been 
tilled, the surface hardened, and a 
nice crown given to the road. W hat 
was more it was the only piece of 
good road in the country. 
He used this outfit for nearly two 
years. When it went to pieces, he 
then began experimenting with dif­ 
ferent kinds of combinations in or­ 
der to find the best for the purpose 
of dragging that particular stretch 
of road. 
He at last found that by 
splitting an ordinary log, fastening 
the two pieces together about 30 
inches apait, with a light board plat­ 
form on the top, he had' the best pos­ 
sible combination. 
H e found 
the 
best length to be about 8 feet. 
Or­ 
dinary light cedar, d ry elm and dry 
w alnut were the best woods; about 
IO inches in diameter was the best. 
After a few years of dragging on 
his particular stretch of road, over 
a half a mile in length,, the neigh­ 
bors in that section woke up to the 
fact that Mr. King had the best piece 
of road anywhere in 
that part of 
Missouri. 
It was hard', smooth and 
had a good crown. 
Mr. King said 
that the secret of this was that he 
dragged the road once after every 
rain, that he went up along one rut 
ai. ' came back on the other. 
The whole operation only took a 
~i vv minutes of time, after a shower 
of lain, when there was really noth ­ 
ing else to be done. 
It was so sim­ 
ile that it was hard to believe, and 
it took the people of that section of 
the state six to eight years to grasp 
tho idea of what Mr, King had really 
accomplished. 
Then th e state engi­ 
neer took it up, and asked that Mr. 
King travel over the state of Missouri 
and explain to the farmers in every 
locality how to build 
good 
roads 
without money. 
The state of Mis­ 
souri paid out $220,000 to drag the 
roads of the, state. 
Iowa has the 
same kind of a law at the present 
time. 
Mr. King’s slogan is: 
Drag from 
your own front gate to your neigh­ 
bor’s front gate in the direction of 
town, 
He said there were three ob­ 
jects to attain in the making of a 
road. 
The first was smoothness, the 
second baldness and th* next putting 
# crown 
on 
the road-. 
Smoothing 
with a ki>1 it log drag would have a 
tendency to distribute tile travel ov­ 
er the road by filling the ruts* 
To 
continue doing this would pack, mak­ 
ing it smooth., firm and hard'. 
The 
principle of this road is to smooth it 
out, and spread the soft mud and 
make it a waterproof material, that 
w'ould when packed down and dried 
out, shed tile water of the next rain. 
Mr. King said that PO per cent of 
the road of the country had water­ 
proof material in them1, and to prove 
these facts, he said a hog wallow 
which had been rooted out and had 
been packed 
arid 
smoothed' 
dowm 
would hold water. 
The same sized 
hole dug a few feet aw ay, not packed 
or smoothed down would not hold 
v a ter at all. 
The ouuie thing ap­ 


plies to spreading the soft mud on 
the surface of th e road after a fresh 
rain. 
The hollow dug out 
by 
the 
hogs, working, packing and smooth­ 
ing the inside of a wallow made it 
waterproof. 
Mr.King said that the half mile 
section of his roads along his farm 
in Missouri has over 18 inches of 
hard baked surface th a t would shed 
two weeks of solid rain and* not get 
a mud hole in it, and there was not a 
eent spent on 
the making or the 
maintaining of that particular half 
mile of road in the last 18 years, and 
all work was done by the use of the 
split log drag. 
IHe said a large n u m ­ 
ber of towns nowadays were offering 
prizes to those who came the farthest 
on certain days dragging with their 
spilt log drag. 
lf you find it difficult to drag a road 
where it is narrow, plow up a furrow 
or two on the side and drag that al­ 
so. 
Then a little later plow another 
furrow* or two and begin dragging 
th a t in the center. 
Do not drag it all 
but make it a part ot the road. 
'A num'ber of questions were asked 
the speaker durin g bite afternoon. 
One was: How do you treat a sand 
road? 
Mr. King answered the ques­ 
tions by saying: 
Just use a split log 
drag on your road to give it smooth­ 
ness, fill gip ruts and put a crown on; 
then take a manure spreader and put 
on an inch or two of clay. 
Then al­ 
low this soil to mix with the sand. 
After a short time put another inch 
or two of clay and allow the clay to 
be mixed thoroughly with the sand, 
again using a split log drag to keep 
the road1 in shape. 
After some six or eight inches of 
clay have been placed in this way 
ad allowed to mix with the san J, 
packed and hardened, there would be 
a very fine sand clay road. 
Another question was asked: 
How 
much road, or what distance is the 
best (and 
roost satisfactory 
for a 
single drag to handle 
Mr. 
King 
said that from one half to one mile 
is enough. 
If you go beyond t h a t It 
will take so long to go over the road, 
that on the way back the road is too 
dry to get the best results. 
Each per­ 
son should drag quickly the ground 
that stands on his own property. An 
other question ansated) wras: 
Should 
there be weight on the drag to hold it 
down. 
The answer 
was that no 
weights were needed except of the 
driver himself. 
A man could shift 
on th e drag very easily aud quickly. 
Another question asked was: 
Is 
the split log drag superior to the 
steel drag 
The answer was that 
the split log drag not only does the 
work quicker than a steel drag, but is 
lighter and quicker than a steel drag 
itself. 
Another question was: How 
heavy should the drag be? Mr. King 
said that the drag should, be light.

Washington, Dec. 21. - [Special.] - 
Neutrality of the strictest kind is dlffi 
cult to maintain, and the United States 
will be fortunate if it avoids friction 
with some of the warring nations. The 
countries at war are always anxious 
to take every advantage, even to the 
violation of the laws of neutrality. 
Treaties do not amount to much when 
a nation is battling for its life. 
As a m atter of fact, the neutrality 
laws have been violated several times, 
and there is no doubt that this coun­ 
try would be called severely to account 
for such violations if the nations at 
w ar felt strong enough to enforce their 
demands. Naturally the nations which 
control the oceans have more oppor­ 
tunity to infringe upon neutrality than 
do those which cannot use the ocean 
for war purposes or for commerce. 


Rural Relivcry Popular. 
The postmaster general believed and 
recommended in bls report changes in 
the rural free delivery service which 
would reduce the expense something 
like $20,000,000, but the postoffice com­ 
mittee of the house does not agree with 
him. 
More than that, the committee 
believes in increasing this popular serv­ 
ice, although it costs $40,000,000 more 
* 
than it returns to the government 
In 
this matter, as in regard to other fea­ 
tures of the mail service, most of the 
members of congress do not care a 
picayune about making the postal serv­ 
ice self sustaining if there is good 
service, nor do the people care. 
What 
they want is the best mail service pos­ 
sible. 


Bay State to the Front. 
Massachusetts is right up at the 
front aud on the firing line in regard 
to national defense. 
It was started by 
Congressman Gardner, followed up by 
former 
Secretary 
Meyer, 
Senator 
Lodge and Senator Weeks. 
The anx­ 
iety of the Massachusetts men for ade­ 
quate defense recalls the fact that dur 
log the Spanish war no region was 
quite so badly seared as certain sec­ 
tions of the New England coast, where 
“Spanish ghost chips” were frequently 
seen. 
Two converted cruisers were 
told off to patrol that section of our 
coast line iii order to make the people 
feel more secure. 
War and immigration. 
Quite a number of men in congress 
think that It is. not a good time to en­ 
act stringent immigration laws while 
the war is in progress aud say that 
many men may desire to find an asy­ 
lum Id this country afcer the war ends 
aud who will nor be permitted to land 
under the terms of t ’ «* proposed law 
On this point Senator Reed of Missouri 
•aid: 
“I beg the senate, particularly at this 
period of the world> strife. pot to turn 
back patriots, lovers of liberty, soldiers 
who have fought in defense of their 
country and their homes, thereby send­ 
ing them lo prison, to tin* scaffold or 
the block.” 


“Not as Bad as Painted.” 
Some statesmen rather glory ij| the 
reputation they attain as “bad” irten— 
that is, in a political sense. Thereon 
joy saying to those whom th e y meet 
and please with their personality that 
“they are not as black as they are 
painted.” 
It is a pleasure to them rn 
say that the newspapers have made) 
them out a great deal worse than they 
really are. 
And yet these same men 
have never been able to forgive the 
newspaper men or magazine writers 
who have told the truth about them. 


Gardner Confessed. 
During his speech on lack of nation­ 
al defense Congressman Gardner of 
Massachusetts was asked if he had not 
been in congress many years with his 
party in power and allowed the matter 
to go without protest 
“I have con­ 
fessed,” replied Gardner, "that I have 
sat like a coward for twelve years in 
silence because I was afraid to tell 
the 700 men in the national guard In 
my district that I did not think they 
were adequate protection.” 
And it will be found in every effort 
made to increase the national protec­ 
tion that a vast majority will favor 
doing something fo r the national guard, 
which is the state militia. 


Without a Program. 
“In the good old days,” those days 
when half n dozen men ran the United 
States senate, one could go to a mein 
ber of the “inner circle” and find out 
all that was going to be done in a sos 
Bion—that is, if lie was willing to toll 
But the “good old days" are no more, 
those days when Aldrich and Hale, as 
the beal moving powers of the half 
dozen who ran 
things, shaped the 
course of legislation. 
Then there was 
a program, a so called “steering coin 
mlttee” decided w hat bills should la? 
considered and the order in which they 
should bo brought forward, and what 
they said was followed. 
Sometimes 
there would be a revolt, but It was 
futile. There is no such system now.

March.

Held Here by Cleveland. 
During President Cleveland’s second 
administration he held congress in ses­ 
sion during the holiday recess, but 
nothing was accomplished. It was a ft­ 
er the Republicans had gained control 
of the house and Tom Reed was speak­ 
er. 
There were financial troubles in 
the country, and Cleveland sent a 
message to congress saying Hint he did 
not think congress should take the 
usual holiday recess under the pre­ 
vailing conditions. 
Congress did not 
adjourn, but met twice a week, and 
was in session about a minute each 
time. The speaker and one or tw o Oth­ 
er members met in the house and ad­ 
journed for three days at a time. The 
same plan was followed in the senate, 
and all the other members took Hie 
usual holiday recess. 
Possibly a quorum will not remain in 
the city if Cham p’s suggestion iii car­ 
ried out. although the desire to rush 
business seems to be the chief thought 
among all members.

Washington, Dec. 21. — (Special.] — 
Neutrality of the strictest kind Is diffi 
cult to maintain, and the United States 
will be fortunate if it avoids friction 
with some of the warring nations. The 
countries at war are alwaj's anxious 
to take every advantage, even to the 
violation of the laws of neutrality. 
Treaties do not amount to much when 
a nation is battling for its life. 
As a matter of fact, the neutrality 
laws have been violated several times, 
and there is no doubt that this coun­ 
try would be called severely to account 
for such violations lf the nations at 
w ar felt strong enough to enforce their 
demands. Naturally tho nations which 
control the oceans have more oppor­ 
tunity to infringe upon neutrality than 
do those which cannot use the oeeau 
for war purposes or for commerce. 


Rural Relivery Popular. 
The postmaster general believed and 
recommended In bls report changes In 
the rural free delivery service which 
would reduce the expense something 
like $20,bOO.OOO, but the postoffice com­ 
mittee of the house does not agree with 
him. 
More than that, the committee 
believes in increasing tills popular serv­ 
ice, although It costs $10,000,000 more 
than it returns to the government 
In 
this matter, as in regard to other fea­ 
tures of the mail service, most of the 
members of congress do not care a 
picayune about making the postal serv­ 
ice self sustaining if there Is good 
service, nor do the people care. 
What 
they w ant is the best mail service pos­ 
sible. 
Bay State to the Front. 
Massachusetts is right up at the 
front aud on the firing line in regard 
to national defense. 
It was started by 
Congressman Gardner, followed up by 
former 
Secretary 
Meyer. 
Senator 
Lodge and Senator Weeks. 
The anx­ 
iety of the Massachusetts men for ade­ 
quate defense recalls the fact that dur 
lug the Spanish war no region was 
quite so badly scared as certain sec­ 
tions of the New England coast, where 
“Spanish ghost chips” were frequently 
seen. 
Two converted cruisers were 
told off to patrol that section of our 
coast Un© in order to make the people 
feel more secure. 


W ar and Im m igration. 
Quite a number of men In congress 
thiu t that it is not a good time to en­ 
act stringent immigration laws while 
the war is in progress and say that 
many men may desire to find an asy­ 
lum Id this country after the war ends 
aud who will not be permitted to land 
under the terms of H*e proposed law 
On this point Senator Heed of Missouri 
said: 
“I beg the senate, particularly ut this 
period of the world * strife, not to turn 
back patriots, lovers of liberty-. soldiers 
who have fought in defense of their 
country and their homes, thereby send 
ing them to prison, to the scaffold or 
the block.” 


••Not as Bad as Painted.” 
Some statesmen rather glory is the 
reputation they attain as “bud” mien— 
that is, in a political sense. 
T h ey 'en­ 
joy saying to those whom they meet 
and please with their personality that 
“they are not as black as they are 
painted.” 
It is a pleasure to them to 
say that the newspapers have mud# 
them out a great deal worse than they 
really are. 
And yet these same men 
have never been able to forgive the 
newspaper men or magazine writers 
who have told the truth about them. 


G ardner Confessed. 
During his speech on lack of nation­ 
al defense Congressman Gardner of 
M assachusetts was asked if he had not 
been in congress many years with his 
party in power and allowed the matter 
to go without protest 
“I have con­ 
fessed,” replied Gardner, “that I have 
sat like a coward for twelve years in 
silence because I was afraid to tell 
the 700 men In the national guard in 
my district that I did not think they 
were adequate protection.” 
And it will be found in every effort 
made to increase the national protec­ 
tion that a vast majority will favor 
doing something for the national guard, 
v-Jhich is the state militia.

When Speaker Clark suggested that 
congress remain in session during the 
holidays and not take a recess of two 
weeks, which has been customary in 
most years, it displayed a real deter­ 
mination to push the business of the 
session and avoid tile necessity of con­ 
gress meeting afte r the -itll of 4 iext 
March. 
T he speaker says that once before 
congress remained in session. 
Tills 
was about tile tim e of tho civil war, 
when tho necessities of tile country 
were great. 
Since then adjournm ents 
for two weeks have occurred every 
year, and it is generally believed that 
little business could be transacted even 
if congress should remain in session 
because so many members have made 
their plans to be absent at that time. 


Held Here by Cleveland. 
During President Cleveland’s second 
administration he held congress in ses­ 
sion during the holiday recess, but 
nothing was accomplished. It was aft­ 
er the Republicans had gained control 
of tho house and Tom Reed was speak­ 
er. 
There were financial troubles In 
the country, and Cleveland sent a 
message to congress saying that he did 
not think congress should take the 
usual holiday recess under the pre­ 
vailing conditions. 
Congress dill not 
adjourn, but met twice a week, and 
was iii session about a minute each 
time. The speaker and one or two oth 
er members met in the bouse and ad­ 
journed for three days at a time. The 
same plan was followed in the senate, 
and all the other members took the 
usual holiday recess. 
Possibly a quorum will not remain in 
the city if Champ’s suggestion ft car­ 
ried out. although the desire to rush 
business seems to be the chief thought 
among all members. 


D eterm ined Opposition. 
Tho Immigration bill has met with 
some determined opposition in the sen­ 
ate. 
Several senators have expressed 
their views in a pronounced manner, 
and, while it is scarcely probable that 
they will be able to detent the bill, 
they make it almost certain th at the 
bill cannot be passed over the veto of 
the president.
